Judge A. H. Buckner of Missouri was one 
of Carlisie’s warmest supporters. He said 
to-day: “I am now opposed to any 
legisiation of the tariff question at this 
session, because I am:certain that nothing 
can come of it. The Democratic party wants 
to win next year, sure, and it is not going to 
do it ifat the outset we array the business 
interesis against us. I did at une time think 
it would be possible to pass a bill providing 
for a 25 per cent horizontal reduction in the 
same manner that the 25 per cent reduction 
was passed in 1855. I am convinced that the 
best thing for us to do is to have a short ses- 
sion, pass as economical apprupriation bills 
as possible, and get away frum here by 
the ist of June. If the tariff ques- 
tion is once brought up in Congress 
there is no knowing what will be the result. 
We may be here until August, aud in that 
case our chance of success will be hopelessly 
lost.

The U. S. Attorney-General Placed in 

an Embarrassing Position, 

By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 7. — It is 
probable that the information called for in 
Senator Van Wyck’s resolution, relating to 
the expenditures of the Department of Jus- 
tice, will be sent in to the Senate some time 
during this week. The Attorney-Generai’s 
report, so far as it refers to the special ex- 
penditures, has been held back thus far for 
some reason or other, so that no information 
of an accurate nature can be had as to the 
gross amounts of the expenses of this de- 
partment. Mr. Van Wyck, however, has 


called for the vouchers and the items of the 
expense account of the department during the 
last year, and a transcript of the accounts as 
they standin the Treasury Department is 
now being made. From a trustworthy 
source your correspondent has learned the 
character of the most interesting facts in 
these documents. In the first place, it will be 
shown that enormous sums have been wasted 
in the payment of spies or so-called detect- 
ives, who have had their expenses paid, 
down to even drinks.

His right leg was crushed to a shapeless mass.

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Latest Details of the Burning of 
the Belleville Convent. 
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ty*Two Persons Now Sup- 
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le Scenes During the Conflagration— 
n hing the Ruins To-Day—Ghastly Dis- 
coveries—Full List of the Killed and 
Wounded—The St. Louis Victims—Origin 
of the Fire—The Inquest this Morning. 
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About 10 o'clock on Saturday night there was 
maugurated a tragedy whose proportions and 
horror will give to the unobtrusive little city of 
Belleville a distinction such as that which was 
thrust upon Ashtabula many years ago. The 
good Sisters of the Convent of the Immaculate 
Oonception, which is located on Race street, and 
overlooks the Cairo Short Line lu that elty, were 
awakoned by the sensation which dense smoke pro- 
duces, and while still uncertain as to the nature of 
the impending danger, were further started by a 
oud hammering on the maln entrance door of the 
institution and the hoarse voice of a man shouting 
“Fire!” The children were all asleep in the third 
floor dormitory, and it appears from the little 
évidence obtainable that they were not awakened 
until some time after the sisters had arisen and 
@ressed. The halls and rooms on the lower floors 
of the building were filled with smoke, which was 
rapidly finding its way to where the little ones 
were. There is a statement afloat that, rewem- 
bering the intense cold without. and fearing the 
disastrous consequences of a panic, the Sisters 


refrained fora time from giving the alarm, but 
sought rather to locate the fire and fight 
it quietly, in the hope of obviating the necessiiy 
of sending the half-hundred dainty innocents out 
into the night and the cold. If this be true, it 
was a terrible mistake, buta mistake born only 
of the noblest motives, and hence in no wise rep- 
rehensible. . 

The heat and smoke were found to be 
most dense in the south end of 
the west wing of the building, ana

The first man to knew of the danger was August 
waichman at Harrison works, just west 
of the Institution, who saw flames in the base- 
ment at the rear of the west wing. It was he who 
hammered on the door of tile convent and called 
to the inmates, and then ran and telephoned an 
alarm to the Fire ga when Belleville has 
three fire companies, volunteer and crude in char- 
er, and method of summoning the firemen 
is to make a great clang with the fire bells. 
town has been singularly fortunate in the matter 
of blazes, and the engines are; very rarely usep, 
hence the work of getting them into oper- 
ation is a very siow one. More- 
over, re is no water service in that 
city, reliance being p laced on cisterns and wells. 
It te claimed that the engines were on the ground 
witbin fifteen minutes after the alarm was given, 
and if they were, they made an exceptionally 
ood record. If they got a stream to work within 
en minutes more it was more good work, and re- 
flects credit on the management under the pect- 
liar system which prevails there. Twenty min- 
utes without interruption, as the reader of any 
experience well knows, is about all that a St. 
Louis fire needs in which to destroy the buliding 
of its origin, and the size of the Belleville struct- 
ure was such as to bring it within city 
classification. With such a fire Belleville 
firemen do not have to contend once in ten years, 
and it is not strange that they did not accomplish 
auything towards saving the convent structure, 
wile it is a very good record for them that they 
prevented the flames from reaching the splendid 
Catholic church gust Over the way, on Race street. 
The work which should have demanded their 
chief attention, however, was that of taking those 
imperiled girls and women out of the tnird-story 
window, where they stood in full view, beseech- 
ing assistance, In this emergency the depart- 
ment was an utter failure. It owus one or two 
hook and ladder trucks, but it would appear that 
the idea of buying a ladder long enough to reach 
from the pavement Way up to a 
third-story window never entered the brain of the 
gentlemen who equipped the trucks. Their lau- 
ders were good, strong, fat ones, calculated to do 
good service when once gotten into place at a sec- 
ond-story opening, aud they left all above that to 
Providence. Half of Belleville was on the ground 
almost as soon as the department, and, as Is 
usual in such dreadful emergencies, men’s Wits 
seemed trozen. Asis unusual on such au occa- 
sion, however, there were no exceptions to 
THIS HUMILIATING RULE, 
except those already described, aud while men 
rushed around hunting for a three-story ladder 
which the town did not possess, nobouy seemed 
to think that a rope might have been thrown to 
the windows by which little ones could be low- 
ered, and nobody seemed to recouilect that if bed- 
ticks or mattresses or blankets were held in 
oly a position some of the imprisoned ones could 
dropped or could jump from that comparative- 
ly insiguificaut height to safety. Just one of our 
Pompier men, with no equipment but that which 
he carries when ou duty, would have readily saved 
those twenty-five or thirty lives. 

To describe the progress of the fire would 
be unprofitable, It marched around from the 
south end of the west wing to the front, then 
across the main structure to the east wing, then 
down that to the south end with impeded prog- 
ress, and by midnight the entire structure was in 
roins, while buried in the ruins were the corpses 
of twenty or twenty-five human beings. After that 
awful explosion which tore the floor out of the 
third floor dormitory, it was no longer a fight for 
human life. for death had taken possession, and 
it was thenceforward a question of property. 

THE SISTEKS’ STORY, 

Yesterday afternoon Father Ruesse of the Bt. 
Peter and Paul Church, on South Seventh street, 
to which is attached a parochial school in charge 
of the Sisters of Notre Dame, hac twelve of the 
sisters surviving the Belleville fire brought to 
St. Louis. The names of the twelve ladies are;

so greati fromthe nervous sbock sustained on 
Saturday night that she deemed it best to keep 
them as quiet as possible, and ior this reason she 
asked that the reporter’s request for an Interview 
should not be preksed. Sister Anastasia said that 
from accounts received by herself from these sis- 
ters the fire was not discovered for fully a half 
our alter it started. A large dog witch the sis- 
ters kept in the Convent yard was noticed to howl 
dismaliy but no attention was paid to the 
animal by any of the inmates of the house. 
A watchman ata neighboring factory heard the 
dog’s noise and investigated the premises. ile 
then discovered the smoke ana flames in the base- 
ment aud gave the alarm. Sister Anastasia de- 


clares it was fully one hour after the alarm had 
been given before the first fire engine reached the 
house. The fire started in the basement, being | 
cammunicated from one of the furnaces.

Sister Mary Jerome, the aged lady superior of 
the convent, Was the firstof the sisters to hear 
the alarm.

Sister Anastasia states there is no doubt that 
Sister Jerome perished by fire. The remains sup- 
posed to be hers were identified by the sisters be- 
yond question, by her teeth and by the remnants 
of a red flannel chemise which she wore,

SEARCHING THE RUINS. 

The search for the remaini missing bodies 
was not resumed this morning lafter 10 o’clock 
there being no one in Belleville who considered it 
his duty to commence the work. A few men 
finally descended to the basement and commenced 
digging away the debris under the 
dormitory, the work being painfully slow. 
About 11 o’clock the back bone of some unfortu- 
nate was found with afew remnants of burned 
fiesh clinging to it. Near the same locality a por- 
tion of a hand and a few bones from other 
parts of the body were recovered a 
iew minutes later. Another buack-bone 
and a few pieces of wearing apparel were found 
avout 12 o'clock, but nothing has yet been discov- 
ered by which the remains of either victim couid 
be identified. The force of laborers prosecuting the 
search for the missing ones continued to mereasse 
during the morning and at noon fifteen men were 
at work. Miss Dord who was reported saved 
last evening is now positively known to have 
perished. The wails of the building are in a most 
dungerous condition, cracked and tot 
tering n several places, but ho 
effort has been made to pull them down or 
render them secure. Marsbai Williams and a 
squad of police guard the premises all day, keep- 
n 17 crowd back from the dangerous walls.

The Inquest. 
over the bodies of the victims of the Immaculate 
Conception fire commenced shortiy after 9 o’clock 
this morning. Sister Mary Magdalen was the 
first witness, and testified as follows: I was an 
inmate of the cGnvent; the fire commenced about 
11 o’clock on the night of Jan. 5; I was in the sec- 
ond story of west wing of building at 11, and was 
awakenened from a light sleep by screams of 
fire. My impression is the fire originated from 
the furnace in the basement. When awakened I 
ran to the dormitory door, about seven or eight 
yards. and convinced myself the building Was on 
fire. Iran back to the sisters’ dormitory and 
told the sisters there surely was firé and to 
wet ready tw run. We tried to light 
a lantern to see the way to save the children in 
the convent, but the smoke extinguished it twice. 
I reiurved and finished dressing, and went 
through smoke to the east of the buliding to reach 
the boarders’ dormitory to bring them down to 
the basement to escape, but [was so choked by 
the smoke that I was obliged to support myself 
against the wall tofind my way, and in this 
way reached the boarders’ study-hall, which was 
free from smoke, owing to the doors having Deen 
closed: I stopped to regain breath, and then 
went tothe window and called for help from ve- 
low. Isaw two or three men passing, Dut they 
did not beed my calls. 1 repeated called 
till they stopped with a ladder and 
raised it to the window. 1 tot 
on it, and a gentleman came to the top of it to my 
aid, and I was safely brought to the asylum by 
Mr. Peter Chase. I remained in the asylum about 
three-quarters of an hour, and then went to the 
hospital to look for Sister Superior, but to my 
sorrow did not find her.

The Last Words ofa Dying Fenlan— 
His Only Property. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh, 

PHILADELPHIA, January 7.—Luke Clark, 
the best known Fenian in Pennsy!lvania, 
died yesterday at Dunmore and was buried 
to-day. Although more than 80 years old, 
his mind was unimpaired. He has taken a 
most conspicuous part in Irish revolutionary 
affairs for more than half a century, and was 
tried for treason and sentenced to death by 
the British Government many years ago. 
He managed to escape from prison, however, 
and came to this country. hen the Fenian 
agitation was at its heignt, he was one of the 
trusted lieutenants of James Stephens—a 
fact which led to the making of the charge, 
a few years ago, that he furnished the in- 
formation which led to the arrest of the 
Head Center. Clark defended himself 
promptly against the charge, and showed 
conclusively that it was unfounded, He be- 
lieved that Ireland could never be freed, ex- 
cept by physical force, and Was an ardent 
advocate of that doctrine.

It was 12:20 when, other business being cleared 
away,the Court announced itself ready to an- 
nounce its ruling on the demurrers in the Me- 
Chesney cases. His first ruling was upon 
the forgery indictment. He declares 
that a forgery need not necessarily create 
a moneyed obligation or effect a movey-injury: 
but that if it effects a cheat, and predjudices the 
rights of any man, regardless of their mon- 
eyea value. Alter a lengthy argument of a tech- 
ulcal character, not interesting to the general 
reader, the court overruled the demurrer and 
declared the indictment good in all of its counts. 

The demurrer to the ag | indictment was 
next considered. The court held that the de- 
murrer was good. as the offense W222 de 
charged was not properly pleaded. The Indie- 
ment failed to set forth that at the time the 
alleged bribe was offered, the Police Board 
was about to appoint a Chief of 
detectives, or that Mr. Kiukead was at that time 
n such a position that he would have the power 
to do officially that which the alleged bribe was 
to induce him to do. The indictment was there 
fore bad. 

The demurrer to the fraud“ indictment was 
declared to be without merit, and overruled, aud 
the case must go to trial on its merits. 

In short, the rulings were two for the State and 
one for the defense. : 

Judge Valliant stated that now that the fraud 
indictment was declared good, he desired to call 
for a bill of particulars, asking the court to make 
aruling requiring the State’s representatives to 
inform the defendant more specifically of the nat- 
ure of the offense alleged against bim. Judge 
Valilant said that the Charge of “fraud” 
was so vague, the indictment was so Darren 
of information as to what witnesses or what line 
of circumstances the defendant would dave to

Mr. Lodge sald that where “fraud” is e 
under the statute, a bill of culars such as 
was asked for could only be turnished by setting 
out the entire case forthe prosecution, the ef- 
fect of which course would be to defeat the very 
purposes that the law was framed to serve.

Mr. Thoroughman followed Mr. Lodge with an 
arguinent in support of Judge Valliant’s position, 
hoiding that the motion addressed itself to the 
sound discretion of the court, as there are no pre- 
cedents on this question. 

Judge Valliant held that the position of State’s

rove against Mr. McChesney, aud the ends of 
Justice cone certainly not suffer by informing

Judge Van Wagoner said that to rule that a bill 
of particulars must be given would be virtually to 
ruie that these matters should have been set 
forth in the indictment and the Court had already 
ruled on that point. Judge Valliant’s argument 
might very properly be addressed to the Supreme 
Court, whose decisions were a guide for this 


urt.

After announcing its decision on law qnestions 
arising out of several other cases, the court took 
a recess at 1 o’clock until 2, defendant’s counsel 
announcing that it the court should overrule their 
last motion they would be ready to proceed with 
the trial immediately.

protection most obvious and most generally 
suggested is a large increase of judicial sala- 
ry. On the other hand it is urged that such 
increase would make these positions prizes 
to excite the cupidity of office- 
seekers, and that as long as honora- 
ble and competent men are willing to accept 
them for the honor and the present com- 
‘pensation there is no good reason for in- 
creasing the pay. Butifit is bad to make 
our judgeships great pecuniary prizes, it is 
certainly worse to make them mere stepping 
stones to the prizes the great corporations 
dangle continually before the eyes of bench 
and bar. The proper thing, it seems to us, 
would be to attach such compensation to a 
life position on the bench as would make it 
preferable toa much higher salary from a 
railway company for an uncertain or limited 
number of years. We should do something 
to prevent a recurrence of the scandalous 
spectacle of judges appointea for life 
leaving the highest judiciai positions to act 
as attorneys for the great corporations that 
are always before the courts with vast inter- 
ests in litigation.

BRAVE FELLOWS. 

The firemen of St. Louis have so often 
shown heroic courage and endurance that it 
seems superfluous to praise them, but the 
way in which they have responded to the 
demands made on them during the past 
three days calls for special mention. 

The ruins of the Fourth street fires have 
been visited by tens of thousands of the cit- 
izens of St. Louis. The spectacle was mag- 
nificent and attractive in its desolation. No 
splendor of the stage ever rivaled in glitter 
and briiliancy the fantastic frost-work of 
the spray on wall and cornice and in every 
outline and moulding of the buildings where 
the useless streams bad played. But the 
beauty of the scene was the least thing 
thonght of by the spectators. 

Every one who looked on that thrilling ev- 
idence of the intense and bitter cold thought 
at once of the hardships of the stout fellows 
who had fought the battle against the two 
enemies of cold and fire. Every heart was 
filled witha generous burst of admiration 
for the intrepid men who stood at their posts 
and faced their bitter duty while the same 
relentless cold that turned their streams to 
frost-work and icicles chilled and numbed 
their sturdy limbs and enveloped them in 
the saine coating of ice. 

St. Louis is honored by the heroism of 
these brave men, They are not rich, they 
do not boast of learning, but they set an 
example of simple duty whicn our wealthy 
and prominent men would do well to imi- 
tate. This city has many features of its so- 
cial and public life which leave much to be 
desired. There are many departments in 
which the prevailing idea is to get as much 
and to give as little as possible. But a city 
which can point to such an example of work 
well done, which can claim such a body of 
men as these plain firemen among her citi- 
zens, has much to be proud of. If we all did 
our duty as well as they do, the world would 
be as ready to praise us as we should be to 
praise our brave fire laddies.“ 


THE YEAR OF HORRORS. 

Last year was notable in the world's an- 
nals for the long and appalling record of dis- 
asters it presented. Hotel fires, shipwrecks 
and railroad accidents in the opening days of 
the year were supplemented later on by 
burning theaters, earthquakes and erup- 
tions, and two of the horrible events, the 
destruction of Casamicciola and the earth- 
quake in Java, were sufficiently destructive 
to take a permanent place among the great 
casualties in history. 

The first few days of the current-year in- 
dicate a continuance of the dreadful record. 
They go to prove that old father Time does 
not respect man’s calendar, that fate turns 
over no new leaf with the beginning of the 
new year, but continues his relentless course, 
marking his epochs in his own way. In this 
part of the world we have had more than our 
share already. Two destructive fires in St. 
Louis have been kept in countenance by fires 
in Cleveland and Chicago—a million dollars’ 
worth of property destroyed in two days in 
four oonflagrations. 

The loss of property, however, is of slight 
account compared with the more serious loss 
of lite. Within twenty-four hours the world 
heard with a thrill of sorrow of the burning 
of the convent in Belleville, of the jail in 
Jerseyville and of the railrvad accident 
which turned the mirth of the Yale Glee 
Club into mourning. 

This is a sad record to begin the year with, 
but it would be a mistake to suppose that it 
was any indication of further horrors or that 
the present year was destined to repeat the 
record of last year. All we can say is that 
the laws of nature will do their work, and 
that no special prcvidence will exempt 
either the pious nuns with their innocent 
wards in the convent walls or the criminals 
sleeping their last sleep in the cells of the 
burning jail.

BUCKNER’S BILL.

We have at present only six different de- } 
scriptions of currency—gold, silver,’ certifi- 
cates, trade dollars, legal tender notes and 
national bank notes. :

Judicial Bribes. 
From the New York Worid. 

No doubt the salary of a Federal Circuit Judge 
is really insufficient We are quite willing that 
itshould be raised from the present amount. 
$6,000, to $10,000. The services of a lawyer fit to 
hold such a position are worth the larger sum. 

But the insufficiency of the salary ought not to 
be taken Into consideration in these cases. Judge 
McCrary sought the high ana honorable position 
he has resigned. He left the Cabinet to accept it. 
He made every effort to secure both the appoint- 
ment and coaurmation. When he did so he very 
well knew what the salary was and that the posi- 
tion was for life. Judge Dillon, his predecessor, 
sought and accepted the Judgeship with the same 
knowledge. If they could not live on the salaries 
they ought not to nave qesired the appointments. 
It was to be supposed that they were contented 
with the $6,000 and the honor and dignity of the 
life position. 

The example is pernicious. Ie it not human 
nature to seek openings to wealth? If one Unſted 
States Judge makes himself so acceptable or use- 
fultoa great railroad corporation as to secure 
from it an office so well paid as to induce the res- 
ignation of an honorable life position at a good 
salary, may not other United States Judges be 
temped to court the same profitable friendship? 

Are rallroad corporations so philanthropio and 
generous as to offer a man a fortune without re- 
ceiving any equivalent? Does not the first ten- 
der of arichly remunerated position in such a 
corporation to a United States Judge on the 
Bench approach very closely toa bribe? Might 
not a railroad corporation be as willing to pénsion 
as “counsel” a Judge whom it desired to get rid 
of as a Judge it desired to make tse of?

4 10 per cent reduction in tne wages of the 
miners of the Clearfield region of Pennsylvania 
went into effect on New Year’s Day. 

The Pioneer Silk Company, at Paterson, N. J., 
has reduced wages from #3 to about $24 day. 
The workmen are now on a strike. 

The operatives employed in the thread manu- 
factories at Newark and Kearny, N. J., have been 
informed that they will have to submit to a reduc- 
tion of 10 and 15 per cent. 

There is a strike in the Grinnell Cotton Mills at 
New Bedford, Mass., against a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in the wages of the operatives.

high protective system; it is not the tariff revis- 
ion of last year, for that, we are told, hal not 
been well enough tested to enable a fair judg- 
ment of its merits; it is not the tariff legislation 
of the present Congress, for not a revenue reform 
bill has yet been introduced.

PRESIDENT EWALD’S REPORT 


On Matters of Interest to the Exchange 
During the Past Year. 

The report of President J. C. Ewald for 
the Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange has just been issued, and is a doc- 
ument replete with interesting matter to the 
members. The exchange is congratulated upon 
its gratifying financial condition, the report 
of the treasurer showing that after all obli- 
gations were satisfied and trausferring $20,- 
000 to the reserve fund, there is a balance on 
hand of $3,252 60. The reserve fund consists 
of $307,150 of U. S. 4 per cent bonds, averag- 
ing 116%, equal to $358,590 46; $6,000 of first 
mortgage bonds of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Association, and cash $26,362 42; a 
total of $390,952 88. At the last meeting of 
the board the annual assessment for 1584 was 
placed at twenty dollars, The organi- 
zation of the system of grain registration 


aid weighing is alluded to, its satisfactory 
workings aud the gved it has done shown, 
and the hope expressed that its successful 
operations will obviate any necessity of the 
Missouri or Iilinois Legislatures taking any 
action tuward controliing elevators by State 
laws. The Gen. Diaz reception, its pieasaut

Selected by Judge Van Wagoner for 
the Grand Inquest, 

The Grand Jury for the January term of 
the Criminal Court were selected by Judge 
Van Wagoner, this morning, from the list 
furnished by the Jury Commissioner. ‘Tne 
following gentlemen compose the body: 
John G. Priest, foreman; R. E. Carr, W. D. 
Price, James T. Sands, H. C. Haarstick, J.

J. H. MeCluney, C. H. Campfield, Hu " 
ton Smith and Francis Ringling. When n 
jury had been selected, Judge Van Wagoner 
referred to the statutes which must be called 
to the attention of each grand jury. Among 
the subjects referred to by statute are the 
protection of fish and game, law partners 
appearing for State and defense in the 
same case, dramshops, and the secrecy 
that should surround the investigation. 
Among other matters the court instructed 
the Grand Jury to investigate all offices 
where the occupants are intrusted with pub- 
lic funds, a duty which devolves on one 
Grand Jury each year.

A HUSBAND'S HUNT. 


After His Wife, Who Eloped with 
a Methodist Clergyman. 


How Two Families Were Broken Up to 
Form a Third—Searching the City for 
the Missing Couple. 


Ellery J. Walters of Effingham County, 
III., called on the Chief of Police to-day to 
secure the services of a detective in hunting 
up his faithless wife and a Methodist minls- 
tor, over whose prospective “jailing” the 
complainant seemed well pleased. The facts 
of the case as related by Walters are as fol- 
lows: Five years ago he married a 
widow lady, the mother of a boy of six 
years’ old. He exhibitea a 3 
of the lady in question, in which she was 
seated in a motherly manner, with a chila of 
3 years on one knee and a babe on the other. 
These children, Mr. Walters explained, were 
his. About two years ago they moved to Al- 
tamont, and began n under the 
same roof with Rev. George W. oung, who 
was also known as Mr. Owens. Shortly aft- 
er this arrangement went into effect, Walters 
thought that Rev. Mr. Young was paying too 
many attentions to Mra, Walters. e called 
a meeting of the two households one 
day, and, in the presence of Mrs, Young and 
Mrs. Walters, he informed Mr. — that 
he was expected to be less generous in his 
atientions or trouble would ensue. Peace 
reigned again, but only for a few weeks, 
when Waiters left his wife without fear of a 
successful prosecution for wife abandon- 
ment. ‘This occurred last May, since which 
time Waiters has not lived with his wife. A 
few weeks agoa reconciliation took place and 
Walters made preparations for removing his 
family out of the reach of * 
charms, which had seriously affected his 
happiness. He went to Mattoon, where he 
rented a house on the 20th ult., expecting 
his wife to follow on the ist. He waitea, 
but she did not follow, and, on going back 
to Altamont, he discovered that she had 
ELOPED WITH THE REVEREND GENTLEMAN 
who had éxercised such a decided influence 
over her. His house was as empty as a de- 
serted barn, but with one of his neighbors 
he left the one of his children 
which his wife had not taken with 7 3 
At the Kev Mr. Young’s house he found M. 
Young in a delicate condition and almost 
prostrated with grief. Her husband had 
taken all the money in the house and left her 
in almost destitute circumstances. She could 
furnish no clew to the whereabouts of the 
couple. 

The eloping party consisted of Rev. Mr. 
Young, a muldle-aged clergyman who 
wears long chin whiskers and a 
mustache, Mrs. Walters, a lady of 
33 years, and not by any means 
beautiful; a 12-year old son of Mrs. Young 
and a 12-year oid son of Mrs. Walters by a 
former marriage, and Ellery Walter's second 
child, a baby in its mother’s arms. At the 
station at Aitamont Walters procured a copy 
of the freizht bill, and with this traced the 
run-away family to East St. Louis. By 
means of a photograph he identified the par- 
ties who were recoguized by the attaches of 
the Relay Depot as the same family seen 
about the Relay on last Friday.

Outram, who plays the lead- 
ing character ot Henri de Turgy. had a go-as-you- 
lease catch-fAt-catch-can slugging Match atthe 
uisville Hotel one  evenin last week, 
in consequence of which r. Outram is 
no longer connected with the company. The 
story as told by both combatants is about this: A 
party consistiug of a few members of the com- 
pany, among whom were the two gentlemen 
named, Mrs. Sol Smith, jr., Miss May Brookyn 
and Miss Jessie Glassford, were seated at the 
hotel ordinary taking alate supper after a per- 
furmance. The party appeared in good humor, 
and professional jokes were bouncing back aud 
forth in a waythat was particularly lively ana 
delightful. The flow of soul was unchecked ana 
assed around with more material viands. 
r. Mansfield, who sometimes relaxes the strain 
on his genius by plavful sallies and inroads on a 
STOCK OF FUNNY STORIES, 
narrated one about an actor who had made a 
tremendous hit by substituting the word “bloedy’’ 
for “gory” in a well-known quotation 
from Shakspeare; intact, Mr. Mansfield, with the 
abandon whieh characterizes the French baron.

A STOLEN DUKE. 


Brigands Capture an Italian Noblemaa 
—D he Treatment He Received. 
From the New York Herald. 


The Duke of Calvino, who was captured 
by brigands in the neighborhood of Trapani, 
has been released by his captors on payment 
of a ransom of 150,000f. by his family, who 
never expected to see him alive again, he 
being very obese, advanced in age and af. 
flieted with a nervous malady. He had 
passed thirty-five days with the brigands, 
and, strange to say, the treatment he had re- 
ceived, though by no means pleasant, has 
had the etfect of completely curing him. 

The Duke relates that in the night when 
he was taken he was put on horseback and 
made to ride till next morning, when 
brigands stop at a kindof warehouse, 
There he remained the first day and wrote, 
at his captors’ dictation, a letter to his fami. 
ly, asking them to send the above named 
ransom. In the evening the journey was re- 
sumed, and as the rain was falling in tors 
rents the Duke was clad in some tarpaulin, 
and a sack was placed over his head to pro- 
tect him. The second night the rty 
reached an abaudoned shed, where the Duke 
was left, with a guard outside the door. The 
third night the journey was continued, and 
ended at the place destined beforehand for 
the Duke’s concealment. 

He had to enter this retreat on hands and 
knees, through a narrow opening, into a 
cave, and then through a a second hole into 
a subterranean grott». Here he remained 
for thirty days without any light, lying on @ 
bundie of straw which was never changed, 
His food consisted of bread aud cheese and 
water. The briganas left bim alone, only 
returning to bring food. By the light of a 
lamp, which was lowered from above, they 
forced him to write 88 letters to his 
family, and dictated what he should say, 
His tamily, to obdtaia his release, used the 
utmost intluence to preveut the mili 
authorities from pursuing the brigands un 
the ransom had been safely paid and re- 
ceived.. The band liberated their victim 
after having gouducted him on foot for @ 
considerable distance to the territory of Cas 
tellamare, where a peasant’s house had been 
indicated to him, whence he would be con- 
ducted by the inmates to Trapani, 
twenty miles distant.
